The, people, at the last elec­ 
tion voted to keep the lines, by 
a majority of almost 10 to one. 
That ultimatum was to keep th 
lines as they are at present and 
to improve service, not curtail 
it," patrons of the buses declare. 
The, vote was a further ultima­ 
tum to finance the deficit out 
Of the general fund, if necessary

With good management and 
good service, backed by a cam­ 
paign to popularize the bus lines, 
they can be made to pay within 
a few months time, and the mer­ 
chants of Torrance also will 
benefit.

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Water Rate 
Slashed

A reduction of almost 10'; 
in the tax rate of the Metropoli- i 
tan Water District, on which 
City Manager George Stevens 
represents Torrance, was voted 
upon by the district board of 
directors for the year 1950-51.

The 1940-50 tax rate of 34 
cents per $100 of assessed valua­ 
tion to 31 cents was approved 
by the board of directors, acting 
on a recommendation of its fin­ 
ance committee, headed by Her­ 
man Nelson of Glendale and A. 
W. McKlnlay.

According to McKinlay, the 
controller, 26 cents of the 31 
rents will be used to meet in­ 
terest and principal payments on 
outstanding Colorado River 
Aqueduct bonds sold to finance 
the construction of the giant 
water supply system. The re­ 
maining 5 cents will be used to 
hHp pay operation and main­ 
tenance expenses and meet out­ 
standing obligations with th« 
Federal government. 
CITY PAYMENT

Joseph .Jensen, board chairman, 
pointed out that cities and areas 
In the Metropolitan Water Dis­ 
trict are not required to meet 
assessments made against them 
from taxes but may pay these 
charges from municipal water 
revenues.

Jensen cited Glendale, Pasa­ 
dena, San Diego, and Chula Vis­ 
ta as district cities who levy no 
taxes to met their Metropolitan 
Water District obligations but 
pay all these charges from their 
water and other revenues.

Ordered by the board was a 
3 cents tax reduction, according 
to Jensen, although the district's 
payments to amortize outstand­ 
ing Colorado River Aqueduct 
bonds will be. considerably In­ 
creased during the next year as 
compared to the current year. 
ADDITIONAL WORK

Additional office and field en­ 
gineering work expenses will be 
Incurred on a program of ex­ 
pending the aqueduct distribu­ 
tion lines to member areas and 
to permit annexing of other sec­ 
tions.

After dilly-dollying with the ordinance for more them a 
month, the city law to ban marble games was finally adopted 
by the City Council Tuesday night.

Thus Torrance joins nearly every ether California city In 
outlawing the games because of their use for gambling pur- 
poses and because children are*>—————————————————————— 
allowed to play them.

AH city employee* were giv­ 
en a blanket $10 a month raise 
In salary Tuesday night by the 
City Council as it adopted the 
budget for the finoal year.

The raise preroded adoption 
of the budget when It was ex­ 
plained that funds had been 
provided for the ln<-nw*e.
The tax rate was set. at $1.12 

per $100 assessed valuation.
The $14,500 contemplated 

shortage in the budget due to 
the loss of some $1,600,000 as­ 
sessed valuation under early es­ 
timates Vvas ordered spread into 
all departments.

The $20.000 bus deficit fund 
remained in the budget.

Revenues are. estimated at 
$762,895, plus a carry-over fund 
of $105,000 which will be. used 
for the public improvement pro­ 
gram. This makes the total ex­ 
penditures including the public 
works program amount to 
$867,895.

The tax rate of $1.12 will be 
made up as follows: General 
fund, 95 cents, up two cents; em­ 
ployers retirement, 13 cents, 
down two cents; library, 4 cents, 
the same as last year.

Los Angeles County allowed 
the games to run for years after 
they were banned by Los Angeles 
city, but they were the source 
of such open gambling that they 
were banned from County areas.
